Recently a Junior Wheat Club 
was organized for Raymond 
and district with a membership 
of 28 teen age boys. These Clubs 
are organized under the direc¬ 
tion of the 'Provincial Depart¬ 
ment ot Agriculture, and the 
Wheat Pool assists in the spon¬ 
soring of them, and assists to 
some extent financially. 

Purpose of the Clubs is to im¬ 
prove the quality of seed grain 
and each bov is expected to 
plant 4 bushel of registered 
seed in a special plot, and is to 
kn>k after it. The District Ag¬ 
riculturist will inspect the plot 
regiPaiiv and wilj give sugges¬ 
tions for the care of the crop. 
When harvest comes the bov is 
allowed to dispose of his har¬ 
vest as he sees fit. either sell¬ 
ing the seed or keeping it for a 
greater acreage next year or 
whatever he chooses. 

There is an entry fee to the 
Club which partly pays for the 
seed wheat, and the bataice is 
paid by the Wheat Pool organ¬ 
ization. 

The local Club is awav to a 
good start with 28 members, 
and we hope to have news items 
quite frequently from the Club 
regarding its progress. M. Rayo 
Woolf, local Pool agent assisted 
in the oranization of the Ray¬ 
mond Club.

FARMERS URGED TO 

SAVE SACKS AND BAGS 


From now on farmers would 6 
be well advised to take partic- £ 
ular care of sacks and bags they ^ 
mav have on haind. The spread ooo<xx 
of the war in the Orient has set ■■■■ 
iousiv affected the possibility ol j n a i^t 
getting supplies of iute. the raw geant Dick 
material from which the best 
bags and sacks are made. In fact 
it is going to be verv difficult 
to get supplies ot iut< in any 
quantities. Jute comes princip¬ 
ally from India and is used in 
various classes of textiles Horn 
fine fabrics to coarse bagging 
in cordage, binding twine and 
to meet a variety of needs on 
the farm. 

If vou have a number of bags 
or sacks on hand, the first im¬ 
portant measure to preseve 
them is to keep them dry. 

Damp rots burlap quickly. Take 
the bags you have, and odd 
pieces of burlap, shake them out 
and spread out in a dry place 
.where vou are sure rats and 
mice cannot get at them. Any 
kind of cotton or duck bag or 
sack should also be preserved 
You can mend lany holes with 
the odd pieces of material vou 
have, providing of course such 
pieces are in good condition. 

What supplies of burlap and 
canvas material are on hand are 
required for the fighting fore 3 
—s.i it is advisable to take care 
of anv bags or sacks as vou 
may not be able to get any 
mo <e—and it looks as if you 
won’t for a long time.
